Our "Wnsuineton Letter.

Dear Series Editor: Last Wednesday, the
Government Onions (of which the above sketch
is a correct portrait of "one of tbem") sere-
naded President Johnson and his Secretaries,
private and public, in a most boisterous munner.

The
Secretary delivered himself a-- i follows:

Gentlemen (Great chrcrimr. the audience

evidently feeling much flattered) : I receive! a
note from the Gentlemen of tho National Ameri-
can Union Republican, e Johnson
Club, telling me it was the design of the ass
(cheers) oeiation to serenade the President and
his Bureau, and I being one of the drawers,
would be called upon at my residence. On that
account I postponed moving to the new rooms
I had just taken. The landlord has just raised
1he rent in my present location. As ooon as I
get fixed I want jou to come and see me again.

And until a
better pohry is presented he must adhere to this,
sink or swim.

Gentlemen, here I bid you good night.
With this ended the serenade, when tho Club

returned to their room. Some love-letter- s were
read from a few other Secretaries, when pro-
ceedings closed. Your correspondent hastened to
his boiirding-hou- e (having no dead-latc- h key),
and penned the above graphic and truthful de-

scription of the organizing of a Johnson Club.
